Several months ago (Aug. 23) In 
commenting on Judge O'Rear's op- 
eSlnK speech at Kllzahelhtown in 
which he said that there are "u.ODO 
voters In Kentucky who annually 
sell their votes. The Herald, in a 
two-laeh editorial, disclaimed this 
allegation as unjust in ita aweeplng 
charge and unfair to all voter* alike. 
About two weeka later we received 
a communication from Mr. C. E. 
Woods, of Richmond, Ky.. Lii which 
he took isBue with us and claimed 
that Judge O'Rear was not only 
right, but that he (WooUti) thought 
the eetlmate of "floatera" in Ken- 
tucky ought to be Increased to 150,- 
000, as he had heard It said that in 
his own county of Madison there 
were 1,500 men who sold their suf- 
1rar,p. We received Mr. Woods ar- 
ticle too late to print In the issue 
of that week, but were surprised to 
see that he had furnished our local 
contemporary, the Hartford Repub- 
can. with the Identical article, 
which they printed In their regular 
Friday Igsue. ' We printed his 'ar- 
ticle, however, quoting tbe law 
against both the buyer and the sel- 
ler of votes, and Invited Mr. Woods 
and Judge O'Rear to so after the 
! malefactors and thus veriTy their 
bold charge. We n;sure(l Mr. 
i Woods that, as the controversy was 
between blipMlf Mid oursolVeo, It 
was unneceesary and a reflection 
npop our Journalistic courtesy for 
him* to send his articles to' both pa- 
pers, and be was offered space for 
reply. 

A week or two later, but again 
too late and too Ions for our ^rr«it 
IssAs, we received another commu- 
nication from Mr. Wood* of a very 
lengthy and volnntneor utnrt. W* 
made editorial note of it, saying It 
wou'ld appear in our nt'xt issue. 
Again we were surprised and this 
time dumbfounded, upon opening 
the Issue of tbe Hartford Republic- 
an on Friday, to find the Identical 
article of Mr. Woods again display- 
ed in Its columns, after our aaaur- 
ance that what he sent ua would be 
printed.

17. From there It led to Mon- 
mouth, 111., on October 1, and last 
Sunday night the murderer visited 
the town of Ellsworth, Kan., satis- 
fled bis maniacal craving tor hu-< 
man llvaa. aad diaappaarad. 

The murdart wera all committed 
on a Sunday night and two weeks 
apart. Octohar St. If tha mnrdaror 
maintains his schedule, will witnaaa 
a repetition of the murders, and the 
police In the Central and Western 
cities have been noilfled to keep a 
strict watch for tha criminal.

Tha method of curing with coke, 
which has only racently been em- 
ployed by the farmata of tlita seetlon 
of the ' State, haa been aaad astan- 
slvely tlilH year, and there lb not a 
day but that several farmars omaa 
to the city and purchase wagas 
loads of coke for curing purpoaaa. 
Tha various hardware dealers hava 
yld mora curing tnrnacea thIa saa- 
aos than any pravlous •■awa, but 
; la away caaea thaaa tnmaeaa ar^ 
being naed with coke. 

A few years ago only wood flres 
were used to cure the weed, but 
those familiar with the varloua 
qualities of tobacco, claim that the 
wood leaves an unpleaaant flavor to 
tho tobacco, while the ooka pro- 
duces no smoka. and leavea the 
weed, after curiae, in a moat aieel- 
lent condition. Bealdaa, there la no 
danger of setting the tobacco barns 
or the tobacco afire with the coke, 
as no sparks are produced. As for 
that, however, there la comparative- 
ly no danger In using the furnaces 
with wood, as they permH no sparks 
to escape, but In ease of tobacco 
falling from >he bam and striking 
the furnace, i which Is necessarily 
very hot, a flra might be started at 
night.

Kitty Hawk, N. C. Oct. 20.- -Af- 
ter daya of preparation and waiting 
for a favorable wind, OrvUle Wright 
brought out of the hangar at the 
foot of Kill Davll Hill this morning 
the new gUd* biplane with whieh It 
is hoped to solve the problem of re- 
maining in the air without motor 
power, and made seven flights. In 
the final trial, made just aa the sun 
was dii)ping into Croatan Sound, he 
succeeded in staying In the air twen- 
ty-alz seconds and covering a dis- 
tance of 700 taat Considering the 
fact that tha wiad was blowiag hut 
eleven miles aa hour, tha aviator 
was highly .plaasad with tha day'a 
work. 

Whether the machine will do all 
that the Wrights hope; cannot be 
told until experiments are made 
with a SO-mlle wind. It U at this 
valoelty that the WrighU ezpaet to 
accomplish great tklaga. Uadar the 
conditions to-day, however. It was 
plainly demonstrated that the avia- 
tors have hit upon an idea which 
when fully .develop«'(l may change 
the present scheme of flying. 

The plaa la to drive a biplane 
through tha air praclaaly aa a sail- 
ing vessel Is tacked through the 
water. The only dlfferaaoa la that 
the horizontal pianos take the place 
of the Tprtloal sailB. That they re- 
spond to the pressure of the wind 
waa apparent the moment the glid- 
er left tha ground on Its flight, a« It 
deeded dlraetly Into tha nlf Current 
and did not settle until tha wind, 
too weak to uphold the machine's 
weight and propel It forward, drop- 
ped It softly to the sand. 

Two slight acriilents, one of which 
would have been serious had the 
glider been driven by an engine, 
marked the flights. The first oc- 
eurred tha fifth time Mn Wright 
left the crest of the hill, aad the sec- 
ond on the following flight. Both 
were accounted for bv the fact that 
It had lieen Impossible to properly 
adJuBt the rudder wires and elovat- 
Ing plane before making the Initial 
trUls. 

JThe gilder waa taken from the 
hangar at a o'eloak by OnrUIa and 
Lorln Wright with the asalatance of 
Alexander Ogllvle, the English av- 
iator. At the top of the hill, ninety 
feet shove the tide, OrviUe Wright, 
,clad In heavy wonlk-n trousers, a 
red sweater that came to his knees, 
and wearing a wide brimmed hat of 
peanut straw, took his seat. At a 
signal from kla brother Mr. Ogllvle 
laaaehad th« plaaa aad It darted 
tato the teMh of tha wind Ilka a 
(lant gull. Then for an Instant 11 
hesitated, rose slightly, shot along 
100 feet and settled. 

The aecond, third and fourth 
fllghta were dupUvataa of the first, 
ekeapt that tha aHmhlaa remained 
a few saeoads loafor la tha air and 
covmd a IHtla aora gnaad. On 
the fifth attempt tbsi bis eaavaa bird 
soared upward until It was thirty 
feet from the hill, arose over a 
hummock and headed for the ocean. 
The party on the hill was cheering 
eneotiragement when the aviator 
waa seen to be In tronble. In tilt-

Ellas Hatfield, aged forty; Troy 
Hatfield, aged thirty-five, and Oc- 
tavo Oerone, an Italian, aged thir- 
ty-eight, the three participants In a 
pistol batUe atartad by the lUUan, 
are dead, as a remit of a controver- 
sy that sUrted over tha qnastlon of 
boundary between saloon properties. 

The two Hatflelds are sons of 
"Devil Anse" Hatfield, leader of the 
famous Hatfleld-McCoy feud that 
raged In the sonthem part of West 
Virginia. TlrglnU and Kentucky 
from tan to twenty raara ago and 
true to tha Mylng so oftan heard at 
that time, thay dlad with "thalf 
boots on." 

The trouble yesterday that result- 
ed In the death of all three partici- 
pants grew out of a friendly agree- 
ment between Carl Henaon, proprie- 
tor of a aaloon at Cannelton. two 
mllaa from Boomer, whara ihe Hat- 
field boys owned a aaloon, that 
neither would anoroacb upon tha 
territory of the other. Oerone llvad 
at Harewood, half way between 
Boomer and Cannelton, and It was 
there that the two Hatflel.ls went 
yeatarday to paraaada the lullan 
not to dallTar baar In tha BatSald 
territory. 

Although the trio had prarionaly 
been good friends, Oerone became 
enraged, drew his revolver, and as 
the two Hatflelds stepped from the 
doorway, fired four shots, two tak- 
ing affect In each of the men, who 
dioppad to the ground. While lying 
before tha doorway, out of which 
Oerone leaped. Ellas, who waa the 
first to fall, drew hhi ravolver and 
fired. Troy, the brother, did like 
wise and In an Instant five shots 
sank Into the body of the Italian, 
who fell dead. A moment later the 
two Hatflelds died, and p few 
hourt^later four brothers took pos- 
seasion of 'the dead. To-day tbev 
will take the dead brothers to Hol- 
den, Logan county, where bnrial 
will he made within sight of the 
place where "Devil Anse" a few 
weeks ago was converted, h.-iptlzed 
and declared he would henceforth 
live a Christian life. 

Paaaataby found the two brothers 
lying In tha road. EUaa was dead 
but Troy was still allva and manag- 
ed to articulate, "Yon don't need to 
hunt for the man who did this; be 
Is dead, too," before he died.
